A hopeful, but not too hopeful, assi 
secretary of state at Washington is trying to 
persuade the Government of Argentina to 


accept the export quota allotted to it and not 
wreck the international wheat agreement. 

Argentina has been demanding a_ larger 
quota. If it insists, the demand will have to be 
allowed. If it is allowed, the other exporting 
countries will follow suit, and the agreement 
will go to the scrap basket. 


Argentina is exporting about 3,400,000 
bushels per week. Its Government does not 
like the idea of cutting shipments down to 


1,300,000 bushels. That would mean piling up 
a surplus, curtailing production, and bonusing 
its wheat-growers or leaving them to subsist as 
they can on reduced incomes. The Government 
seems to think the wheat-growers would not 
prosper under that program, and Argentine 
wheat-growers are inclined to make their pro- 
tests in a forceful fashion. 

The difficulty is that Argentina has been 
selling its wheat; while Canada was accumulat- 
ing a surplus. By cheapening its money, it 
enabled wheat-growers to keep going at the 
deflated world prices; while Canada's “sound” 
money dictatorship told Canadian growers they 
would have to take what they could get, cal- 
culated in terms of gold. 

Naturally, the idea of curtailing shipments, 
cutting down production and piling up a sur- 
plus does not recommend itself to the Argentine 
growers. They perhaps have heard what has 
happened to Canadian growers under the sur- 
plus-creating, price-deflating policy

Synovitis and Bursitis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If our bones were fastened together with- 
out any padding membrane between we would 
have a painful, grinding sensation with every 
move we made. Without joints we would have 
the agility of pokers, and would be unable to 
bend or twist. This ability to move freely, to 
run, jump and dance depends 
upon the easy, smooth move- 
ments of our knees, elbows, 
ankles and other joints, For- 
tunately, nature has provided 
us with a clever invention; 
whenever two bones meet 
they are separated by either 
an elastic cartilage or by a 
small sac or pouch filled with 
liquid. The sac arrangement 
called the synovial membrane 
acts as a cushion and pre- 
vents grating and absorbs jars. The fluid in- 
side of the synovial membrane looks something 
like eggwhite and is made up of mucin and al- 
bumin, with some fat and inorganic salts. 

A bursa is the same as a synovial mem- 
brane except that instead of being between two 
bones it helps a muscle or ligament in sliding 
over the edge of a bone. 

Sometimes the bursae or synovial mem- 
brane becomes inflamed, causing the joint to 
be swollen, painful, and the movement limited. 

The pain is caused by the swelling which 
pushes the membrane out of its natural posi- 
tion and greatly stretches the binding ligaments 
of the joints, 

You may think that synovitis or bursitis, 
meaning the inflammation of these membranes, 
is unusual, but I am going to name a few of 
the conditions where this occurs. You will find 
that you have heard about it quite often. 
Housemaid’s knee comes from pressure during 
kneeling while scrubbing and cleaning. The 
uses of the vacuum cleaner and the new floor 
mops undoubtedly save the human knees from 
much of this labor, and for that reason house- 
maid's knee is not the standard joke that it 
used to be. This disease is different from an 
inflammation of the synovial membrane of the 
knee, Which is deeper within the knee joint. 
With housemaid’s knee the swelling is mostly 
in front of the knee and 1s superficial. With 
the inflammation of the synovial membrane, 
most of the swelling is at the sides. The proper

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1604, Pierre 
deMonte, Seigneur de Guast, ar- 
rived at the mouth of the Bay of 
Fundy and French settlement of 
Acadia was inaugurated. Cham- 
plain was with him; indeed it 
was he who persuaded Demonts 
to come back to America. The 
latter had visited the St. Lawr- 
ence in 1603 with Pont Grave and 
had got as far as Tadousac, but 
he formed a very unfavorable 
opinion of the country and when 


he was made head of the com- 
pany founded by Champlain to 
plant colonies in America he 


decided to try his luck in Acadia 
It might be better than “Canada;” 


it could not be worse, in his 
opinion. So he came to the Bay 
of Fundy, or rather to the St. 
Croix river, which Champlain 


designated Riviere des Etchemen- 
ins after the Indians of the dis- 
trict 

The French spent their first 
winter on the island which they 
named St. Croix because the main

It is too bad that the govern- 
ment doesn't put all drivers to a 
rigid test before issuing licenses, 

Every truck driver knows the 
danger of crowding the ditch 
with a heavy load, especially in 
the spring when the roads are 
soft. On a lot of roads 10 to 20 
fons are not safe in three feet of 
the edge 

Of course. it is a disgrace, the 
condition of some of our roads 
with so many idle men and nec- 
essary equipment 

When we size the situation all 
up, it makes one wonder what 
has happened to the human race, 
especially government heads

There is no allowance for rent 
light or fuel. There ts no medical 
attention for unemployed. There 
are a few of our grievances to 
show the public that this strike 
is not the work of red agitators 
or communists, which is usually 
the cry of thy Alberta Relief De- 
partment. One of the most re- 
spectable citizens of the district 
is a widower with a daughter 
about 18 years, who had been re- 
ceiving $13.10 per month. On the 
first of April he was told that he 
was receiving too much relief 
and because he had received too 
much relief before he would have 
to pay it back, and they would 
give him and his daughter $8.35 
per month until it was paid back. 
This is Democracy from the Al- 
berta Relief Department. Five 
cents per month for a girl to live 
on. 

We had a conference in Drum- 
heller on April 29, 1934, with Mr. 
A, A. Mackenzie and one of Mr 
Mackenzie's assistants whose 
name we have forgotten, and 
also Mr. F. Moyer, M.L.A., from 
this district. When we stated the 


above case to Mr. Mackenzie his 


answer was that there are many 
cases of men living with women 
which he would not consider, 
and that some fathers were not 
fit to live with their daughters, 
and vice versa. 

We the Unemployed of Wayne 
demand a written apology from 
Mr. Mackenzie as this is an in- 
sult to the unemployed as a 
whole, and before Mr. Macken- 
zie should speak on the morals 
of the unemployed, we advise 
him to examine the morals of 
some of the officials of the 
Brownlee Government. 

We have a few cases in need 
of medical attention. One man 
had a slip from the doctor, stat- 
ing that his wife would have to 
have immediate medical atten- 
tion, and as he had been looking 
after so many relief cases and 
receiving no pay for them, it was 
impossible for him to carry on a

We have another case of a man 
and woman and three children, 
living in a one-roomed shack 
and the baby is very sick, and so 
is the mother. Whe father had to 
#0 out this morning and borrow 
camphorated oi! to rub the baby's 
chest, and also to borrow a pair 
of shoes because one of his chil- 
dren is barefooted.

TOPS HAVE VITAMIN A 
It's worth keeping in mind that 


the tops of spring onions are an. 


excellent source of vitamin A and 
should therefore be used rather 
than thrown away. Carefully 
washed, crisped and shretided, they 
can be combined with shredded 
leaf lettuce in a plain green salad 
or they may be used with other 
vegetables to give an appetizing 
tang to the mixture. Minced onion 
tops combined with cottage cheese 
is a good combination to serve with 
fish 

Tender spring onions are much 
easier to digest than the strong- 
juiced dry ones and are a splendid 


raw food for this season. When 
ecoked they naturally are less 
flavorsome than the winter varie- 


ties and make a delicate and in- 
viting vegetable. 

If you have never served green 
onions in a rich cream sauce on 
toast you can enjoy the thrill of 
something new. Cook them with 
two or three inches of the green 
top remaining above the white part 
in boiling salted water until ten- 
der. Use some of this water in 
the sauce. Then make a rich cream 
seuce and pour over onions er- 
ranged on hot toast. If topped with 


poached eggs, this makes an appe- 
tizing main dish for supper or 
luncheon. Grated cheese added to 


the sauce increases the protein con- 
tent. Or sprinkle grated cheese 
over onions and sauce on toast and 


put into a hot oven long enough 
to melt the cheese.

MERCY FLIGHT 
BRINGS SERUM 
FOR SICK BOY 


Pilot of Regina Flying Club 
Delivers Messenger of 


Health 


WATSON, Sask, May 8.—Re- 
sponding to injections of lifesaving 
serum rushed here by airplane 
during the night, Donaid Hinderks, 
13-year-old victim of muscular 
atrophy, was reported to be “resting 
well” today. There is said to be 
“every hope of recovery.” Dr. F. 
C. Middleton, deputy minister of 
health, Regina, was responsible for 
immediate shipment of the serum 
when called in the night by long 
distance telephone, , 

Taken ill with the disease, which 


results in fatal paralysis in from 
12 hours to three days, the boy’s 
life depended on the serum, none 


of which was available here, Dr. 
D. C. McKenzie Hallson placed the 
boy in the hocpital, took a small 
quantity of his spinal fluid and on 
diagnosing the trouble immediately 
telephoned the Deputy Minister of 
Health. That was at 1 o'clock 
Monday morning. 

Without delay Doctor Middleton 
left his bed for the government 
laboratories, packed the serum and 
handed it to Pilot R. J. Groome of, 
the Regina Flying Club. Accom- 
panied by Alvin Gifford, the air- 


man took off and arrived at Watson | 
at 4:45 o'clock Monday morning. 
Doctor Hallson was waiting and 


the serum was injected immediate- 
ly, preventing paralysis

During the past year a wave of 
juvenile crime has spread over 
the western provinces, aggravat-

Taking this question as the sub- 
ject for today’s column the B. I 
R. asked: “Are our present in- 
stitutions adequate for guiding 
delinquent youths along the pro- 
per path?” 

Here are a few answers: 
MAGISTRATE COL. GEO. B. Mc- 
LEOD: “In the last three years | 
have handled between 8,000 and 
9,000 cases in the police court of 


this city and I am_ convinced 
more than ever that one thing 
that is needed is an institution, 


one for boys and one for girls, 
where they can be sent for train- 
ing when found guilty of offenc- 
es against the law. It is a fallacy 
to say they will learn a trade if 
sent to the penitentiary. I have 
personally investigated that and 
know all they will learn there is 
more crime.”

HAROLD C. DEETON, manager of 
Dunlop Tire and Rubber Co.; 
“The worst thing the courts of 
this land can do is to send boys 
to jail or penitentiary. Such ac- 
tion embitters the prisoners and 
in a futile effort to get even with 
society they very often continue 
in their criminal ways. Year: 
ago police magistrates sent delin- 
quents to a reformatory at Por- 
tage La Prairie, but this is not 
done now. I am heartily in favor 
of a reformatory which would be | 
a training school.”

TOM EARNGEY, amateur sports 
enthusiast: “It is nothing short 
of a crime to send youths to jail 
unless they are entirely incorrig- 
ible. In the majority of cases a! 
young person falls into the toils 
of the law because he or she has 
been foolish or thoughtless, and 
not because of strong criminal 
\tendencies. But one sure way of 
developing such tendencies is to 
syermit young offenders to as- 

wom with hardened criminals | 


who more often than not give the 
andateurs a few pointers in the 

wilys of crime, The only way to 

save the youthful law-breakers is 
to teach them the error of their 
wrys. A reformatory or training | 
sc'100l is the best means of doing 
this.”

BILL GRAHAM, Victoria high 
school student: “Lack of parental 
training and the wrong compan- 
fons are probably two of the 
major reasons for young people 
tarting out on a career of crime 
If parents are unable to discip- 
line their children then the state 
should acsume this duty.

This conference was held follow- 
ing a protest made against the 
declaration of the Unemployed 
Married Men's Association, 100 of 
whom crowded into the council 
chamber at city hall while repre- 
sentatives interviewed Mayor Knott 
at 10 a.m., Tuesday. The demon- 
stration came as a result of the 
city’s new affidavit form through 
which unemployed must give a 
correct statement of casual earn- 
ings. f 

Formerly, relief cases were allow- 
ed to retain odd sums earned by 
their own efforts up to $5, a per- 
centage being deducted by the city 
on any amount above this figure 
This percentage was placed against 
the recipient's relief account 
NEW SYSTEM 

Under the new 
into effect on the advice of the 
provincial advisory relief commit- 
tee, unemployed are permitted to 
retain $4 for man and wife and $1 
for each child. Any amount earned 
over this total is subjected to a ten 
per cent deduction.
